Unreasonable Telegrapli Operators. 


NEW YOBK,'July 17.—The Herald editorially 


says of the threatened strike of the brotherhood 
of telegraphers, that although their petition is 
couched in respectable terms it leaves the im- 
pression of asking too much. It requests day 
work eigfit hours instead of nine, and night 
ttfork seven instead of eight houra, a reduction 
of one-ninth in one case and one-eighth in the 
other, at the same time it wants all wages in- 
creased 15 per cent, irrespective of age or skill, 
or position of operator, besides extra compe sa- 
tion for Sunday work. The real effect of these 
demands will be best illustrated by example. 
Day operators receive, say $75x per month, pi, 
counting nine hoars to a day an^six days to a 
week, about 
thirty-five 
centsv per hour. 


Under the proposed rate, monthly wages will 
be $86.25, a day's work to be eight hours, dur- 
ing six days in the week, or forty cents per 
hour, an actual increase of more than twenty-, 
seven per cent. In regajd to tbe Wheatstone 
operators, an increase or sixty-five per cent, is 
demanded for them. | On the whole, it may be 
doubted whether thejcpcrators have presented a 
strong case.

NEW YOBK, July _7.—r^he Herald editorially 


says of the threatened strike of the brotherhood 
of telegrapaers, that althdugh their petition is 
couched in respectable te rms it leaves the im- 
pression of asking too much. It requests day 
work eight hours instead of nine, and nig it 
Work seven instead of eight hours, a reduction 
of one-ninta in one case and one-eighth in the 
other, at the same time it wants all wages in- 
creased 15 per cent, (irref pectiv'e of age or siill, 
or position of operator, besides extra compe sa- 
tion <or SUncay work. The real effect ot these 
demanca will be best illustrated by example. 
Day operators receive, say S75 per rnonth,*"\>i, 
counting nine hours to a day and six days to a 
week, about 
thirty-five 
cents 
per hour. 


Duder the proposed rate, monthly wages will 
be 886.25, a day's work to be eight hours, dur- 
ing six days in the week, or forty cents per 
hour, an actual increase of more ~han twenty- 
seven per cent. In regarc to the Wheatstone 
operators, an increase of sixty-five per cent, is 
demanded for them. On tbe whole, it may be 
doubted whether the operators have presented a 
strong case. That evils exist, cannct be ques- 
tioned, but they will not be remediec by tae 
course taken.

Saturday, and found it| to be one of the 
liveliest precincts in the city. 
the immense 


steam engine was puffing away, turning out fine 
pressed brick at the rate of 20,000 per day. It 
is worth considerable time and trouble to loo$: 
at this wonderful machine as it takes the looso 
day andtnoulds itjnto the elegant brick which 
adorns our Bismarck buildings. A large force 
of men ate at wdrk on Seventh street with 
teamsi\nd scrapers where, at a depth of five 
feet, the valuable clay is reached.

Bismarck, outside of the advantage? which the 
capital gives, lias others just as strong. The 
city has the most-central location of any (town 
on the North Pacific road, which is the only 
tbrongb line in Dakota from tbe Missippi river 
to the Pacific ocean. It is in a coal field which 
extends west to the Rocky mountains and north 
to the British possessions, and,<$hile the coal eo 
far .mined is not of the best quality, discoveries 
recently made show that there will be an ample 
abundance and of good quality. The coal now 
being mined is used for fuel generally1 and is 
also used by the North Pacinc road. On the 
Upper Missouri are as goud forests of bard wood 
as can be fonnd on the continent and exist in 
vast quantities. This timber is now floated 
down the river several hundred miles Below Bis- 
marck and manufactured into agricultural im- 
plements and wagons. There is no reason wbv 
these manufactories should not 'be located at 
Bismarck as in the great agricultural country of 
which it/is the commercial center, will 1 >e found 
an extensive market for their sale.
